Power Politics Dangerous 

The Politieal Action Committee of the CIO has 
launched something new on the American scene 
power politics. We have always had political part 
but they have represented all groups of people. Now 
we see one group, numbering its members in millions 
and highly financed by initiation fees and monthl. 
dues, deliberating planning to dominate elections. I 
has been allowed to make campaign contributions o 
any size, whereas industry has been stringently lim- 
ited on political expenditures, 

A man cannot get a job in the United States in 
most basic industries, particularly of they are pro- 
ducing warf materials, without paying dues to a 
union. The implications behind the Politieal Aetion 
Committee of the CIO are therefore terrific, 

If politics can be organized on the same compul- 
sory basis as labor has been, so that no man can get 
into public office without "conforming," what kind 
of a government are we going to have? It will take 
real statesmen in Congress to meet such powerful 
pressure, backed by millions of doll 

American citizens must watch with jealous eye 
the groyth of organization “power polit which 
if uncrontrolled, will destroy liberty itself. Fortunate- 
ly, our voting ballots are still secret, and a man can 
let his conscience be his guide at the polls. 


20 Points ! 

We assume that the OPA’s new ration value of 20 
points for a pound of butter reflects an accurate 
sessment of present available supplies, whih are now 
reputedly at their lowest, per capita, in the past 50 
years 

The reasons for this are many; the demand for 
whole milk, which includes the butterfats, is presently 
very high, and dairymen get their highest returns 
the military and other overseas requirements. 

These are the fa that must be arrayed 
against the usual stories we may now expect to hear 
multiplied about a million of pounds being allowed 
to spoil.in Government storage, about the Russians 
using it for axle grez 
certain amount of age and bungling, but the nub 
of the matter is simply that demand is outrunning 
supply. One estimate of the deficiency is 600 million 
pounds! 

This butter situation gives us an interesting illu- 
stration of the working of the wartime anti-inflation 
controls. Without these controls, and faced with this 
acute shortage, butter prices would probably 
$2 or more a pound, and only the well-to-do could 


enjoy it. Under rationing, the supply will be more, 


fairly divided and the cost of ving will not get out 
of hand. 


Since this shortage may continue through the win-} 


ter, the thoughts of many will turn to using more 
margarine. It is now more than ever hard to justify 
the discriminatory taxes and coloring regulations 
imposed against that product.
